'Scratch marks' may seem like a 
whole lot but 'that is just how 
many I made in helping survey 
the twenty miles of London to 
Lancaster state road, this week," 
toid Rube Weber Friday. "You 
see," he' continued, "two of us car- 
ry the surveyor's chain, which is 
a hundred feet 
long, and every 


time we measure one length of it, 
a 'scratch mark' must be made in

OUR LORD'S disciples on the 


first Easter morning brought with 
them to the tomb of their Master 
a dead and empty hope. 
They 


came to embalm a corpse and ex- 
pected to find everything at the 
tomb just as they had left it when 
they hurriedly placed the body 
there on Friday afternoon. 


The Empty Tomb 


The first thing that greeted their 


empty hope 
was an open and 


empty tomb. As they were won- 
dering how they would roll the 
great stone from the door of the 
tomb, they looked up, and behold, 
the stone was rolled away and an 
angel was sitting upon it. Mary 
Magdalene rushed back to the city 
immediately to report this to the 
disciples, while the two other wom- 
en went on to the tomb, and were 
directed by the angel to "come see 
the place where the Lord lay. He 
is not here: for he is risen as he 
said." What the angel showed 
them is most vividly pictured in 
John's description of what he and 
Peter saw in the tomb. In re- 
sponse to Mary Magdalene'sreport 
John and Peter had rushed to the 
grave, and John, being the young- 
er, "outran Peter, and canft first 
to the tomb; and 
stooping and 


looking in, he seeth the linen 
cloths lying; yet entered not in. 
Therefore also cometh Simon Peter 
following him, and entered into the 
tomb; and beholdeth the linen 
cloths lying, and the napkin, that

was upon his head, not lying with 
the linen cloths, but rolled up in a 
place by itself." 


An Eye-Witness' Report 


This manifestly is the report of 


an eye-witness. 
And how vivid 


were John's recollections of that 
scene though many years had in- 
tervened! 
He could still fancy 


himselfi looking upon those empty 
grave cloths, like a crysalls, lying' 
in position exactly as they had 
lain when they contained the pre- 
cious body of Jesus; not unwound 
and lying in a heap, but the napkin 
where his head lay and everything 
else similarly in its orginal posi- 
tion. But the linen chrysalis was 
empty, gloriously empty of the 
body whose shape it still preserved. 
This Is why the angel said, "Come, 
see the place where the Lord lay." 
What more consclusive proof of 
Jesus' resurrection could anyone 
want? 


The Living Lord 


And yet there came a more con- 


vincing proof when the risen living 
Lord appeared to his disciples in 
person, in bodily form which they 
recognized as their Lord, speak- 
ing, walking, and even eating with 
them. The first of these appear- 
ances was granted to Mary Magda- 
lene; the second to the other wom- 
en returning from the tomb; the 
third to Peter, probably Easter 
afternoon, the fourth to two disci- 
ples toward evening on the road to 
Emmaus, the fifth to the eleven 
except Thomas that evening; again 
a week later when Thomas was 
present; still later to seven disci- 
ples by the lake, when Peter's love 
was questioned as many times as 
he had denied his Lord, and he as 
often renewed his profession of 
love, but humbly now instead of 
boastfully. 
Thus there came a 


resurrection of their own faith and 
hope. Love had not died at the 
'cross, but faith and hope had. 
Easter quickened both their faith 
and hope and gave new real to 
their love. 
And Easter 
means 


nothing to us unless it "begets us 
also again to a living hope," an 
unfailing faith and a radiant love 
for the risen Christ as Lord of our 
lives.

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THE MESSAGE OF EASTER

TRANGE doctrines have been builded 
upon a foundation of faith and men 


have lived by them and died for them. 
Great deeds have been done for faith's 
sake and wise things spoken by its inspira- 
'tion. Yet the faith, which is "the substance 
of things hoped for, the evidence of things 
not seen,'' cannot sustain alone the coura- 
geous and confident spirit. Man needs some 
certainties on which to found his faith. He 
'must renew his faith, at times by means 
of new certainties. 


Herein lies the enduring significance of 


the coming of Spring, known to all times 
'and peoples without necessity of teaching 
.or argument. By every appearance the long 
-Winter denies the miracle of enduring life. 
It is leafless, colorless and cheei-less. Death 
fa in its bitter cold, its stormy strife of 
wind and rain. Many ancient legends of 


. -gods and heroes tell of its triumph over life 


and heat and happiness. There is the tale 
of Persephone doomed to wander half the 
year in the dread dark of the underworld. 
-There is the Norse 
legend 
of Baldur, 


t bright son of Odin, slain by craft in the 
• twilight of the gods. 


I heard a voice that cried, 
"Baldur the Beautiful 
Is dead, is dead!" 
And through the misty air 
Passed like the mournful cry 
Of sunward-sailing cranes. 


These are plain parables of the most 


familiar phenomenon in human experience 
—4he fading of Summer into the twilight 
*of Autumn and the cold night of Winter. 
Ifet since the world began the perennial 
-rebirth of Spring has proved them false. 
With every Easter season, no matter by 
what name it has been known, has come 
^comforting assurance of life outlasting 
"•death, of beauty born again amid 
the 


^cheerless devastation wrought by long 
'Winter. 


Therefore, the hearts of men were ready 


and eager to believe in the miracle of Eas- 
ter morning, nearly twenty centuries ago, 
when one in white raiment told the women 
at the sepulcher, "He is not here, for He 
is risen, as He said. And go quickly, and 
tell His disciples that He is i-isen from the 
dead." That certainty and reassurance of 
that moment became the foundation stone 
of Christian faith and doctrine. The story 
of simple folk who came "as it began to be 
dawn," hoping and believing, yet troubled 
by doubt and grief, is the gospel of Good 
Friday and of its fulfillment in the mystery 
and glory of the resurrection. Theirs is the 
testimony of witnesses who saw and heard. 
That, in truth, is the teaching of all the 
Gospels, which are not written in the spirit 
of prophecy but as a record of human ex- 
perience. Centuries of doubt and dissen- 
sion have not shaken their testimony, but 
strengthened it by the simple faith and 
dedicated lives of uncounted millions who 
have believed that a Savior was born into 
file world and lived and talked with men.

Deficiency in Calcium 


Calcium is another substance of 


which the doctor found his patient* 
were obtaining deficient amounts. 
Inasmuch as Vitamin D promotes 
absorption of calcium and phos- 
phorus, it Is worth while to note 
that "10 per cent of the patients 
evidently had a Vitamin D Intake 
below the m'nimum, since they re- 
ported that they did not eat eggs 
or flsh and consumed less than 
three pats of butter (including 
milk) a day." 
Two per cent used 


butter substitutes and did not eat 
eggs or flsh. 


An Interesting case history is 


that of a nurse, aged 35, who gave 
a history of three operations on her 
sinuses, one of them radical, during 


i the last two years. Kef laches and 
|o*her symptor-" were incapacitat- 
ing. 
In the diet history it was 


found she was living on fruits and 
vegetables mostly, with no animal 
protein, and was drinking over 
three glasses of fruit juice a day 
On a changed diet and conserva- 
tive measures she was soon free 
enough of headaches to be able to 
go to work. 


The doctor concluded that nearly 


half his patients ate a diet marked- 
ly deficient in animal proteins and 
calcium. A much smaller percent- 
age, 10 per cent, were deficient In 
Vitamin D, and a still smaller per- 
centage, 2 per cent, were deficient 
in Vitamin C.

WASHINGTON, D. C. March 27 
Development of a nation-wide 


system of property standards and 
valuation and risk-rating techni- 
ques was one of the first accom- 
plishments of the Federal Housing 
Administration 
in 
putting 
its 


Mortgage System into effect. 


During succeeding years it has 


become increasingly important to 
provide greater flexibility in the 
system so that local application of 
the standards and techniques can 
be made with ease, economy, and 
expedition. 


The analysis of home-mortgage 


loans is peculiarly a local problem, 
as the Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration has realized from the begin- 
ning of the program. To provide 
flexibility and, at the same time, to 
insure compliance of all loans with 
recognized standards has been the 
principal consideration of the Un- 
derwriting Section during the sec- 
ond phase of the program. 


Two Policies 


To achieve the desired end, the 


Underwriting Section has formu- 
lated two policies, upon which all 
activity has been based. 
First, 


field insuring offices have been 
given full authority to transact 
business in. their territories. Sec- 
ond, the Underwriting Section has 
undertaken a continuous training 
activity, through which it is build- 
ing up a group of highly trained 
and responsible professional work- 
ers. 


The Washington staff, acting in 


a coordinating and advisory ca- 
pacity, is constantly collecting and 
compiling valuation and mortgage 
data, which it transmits to the field 
staff in its training conferences. 
It also develops new techniques 
which are explained, tested, and 
applied under the supervision of 
members of the Washington staff. 


Trained Staff 


Thus the underwriting and valu- 


ation operations of the Federal 
Housing Administration are con- 
stantly revised and corrected, each 
new idea being checked against the 
national standard and tested in 
local insuring offices. Progress is 
constant, although slow. 


The building of a technically 


trained staff of valuation and mort- 
gage-risk experts insures the Fed- 
eral Housing Administration of 
ever-increasing ' efficiency 
in its 


operations and insures the public 
and the mortgage-lending institu- 
tions of sound and rapid handling 
of cases.
